An Ordinance to amend the provisions of the 

Road Transport Ordinance 1921. 


RE IT ENACTED by the High Commissioner for Palestine, 
with the advice of the Advisory Council thereof: 

1. This Ordinance may be cited as the Road Transport Short Title and 
Amendment Ordinance No. 3, 1924, and shall be read together Interpretation, 
with the Road Transport Ordinance 1921. 


2. Sub-section 2 of Section 8 of the Road Transport 
Ordinance 1921 shall be read as if the following had been 
substituted therefor at the date of the said Ordinance: “A 
licence to keep a vehicle shall be transferable on such terms 

or conditions as shall be prescribed by regulations issued under 
the Ordinance”.

3. The following paragraph shall be added to Section 14 Amendment of 

of the said Ordinance: “No fee shall be payable in respect of 14. 

the licensing and registration of motor vehicles which are the 

property of a Municipality or of the Imperial War Graves 
Commission”. 


4. Section 3 of the Road Transport Amendment Ordinance Repeal. 
1024 is hereby repealed, and a portion of the fees shall be 
paid to Municipalities as if such section had never been enacted.
